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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 9/1 9/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Claim 1 essentially claims a tow bar with a first and second end portion. 
The additional descriptions are intended use (the claims indicate that the ends are 'for • 
coupling'), therefore, the previous cited references do read on the claim because the 
structure is present. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Smith (US 5,308,096). Smith discloses 

Regarding claim 1 , 

A multi-purpose tow bar (28) with a first and second end portion for a trailer having a 
frame-mounted on a pair of primary wheels (22). 

The second end portion extends from the first portion at an angle (Fig. 2). 
Regarding claim 3, Smith also discloses a first end portion, which terminates in a tow 
coupling (50). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Smith 
(US 5,308,096) in view of Henden et al. (US 4,371,184). 

Smith discloses as discussed above, but do not directly disclose a first end that is 
substantially longer than the second end portion. Henden discloses a first end that is 
longer than a second end (Fig. 1 shows the lower end, first portion, of tow bar 14 is 
substantially longer than the upper end, second portion). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify 
Smith as taught by Henden in order to provide a shorter distance between the trailer 
and the towing vehicle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4-23 are allowed.
